Clay Cornelius, of Harrodsburg, was 
found dead under the trestle near Bond¬ 
ville, on the Louisville Southern rail¬ 
way, Saturday morning shortly after 
daylight It is presumed that he fell 
from the train or stepped trom the 
platfom of the coaeh in the dark, 
thinking he was at the station. He feil 
about fifty feet and death was perhaps 
instantaneous. 

Cornelius went down to Lawrence- 
burg Friday evening at 6 o’clock for 
the purpose, it is said, of procuring 
whisky, and was returning home on the 
passenger train due in Harrodsburg at 
8:10 o’clock. On his person ard scat¬ 
tered over the ground near where his 
body was discovered were several bot¬ 
tles of whisky. 

The tram had stopped at the water¬ 
ing tank near Bondville and the coach 
from which Cornelius fell was over the 
trestle.

by the visit of Admiral Sperry's fleet 
to their shores and by the current dis¬ 
cussion of closer relations betweenCU- 
na and the United States, have a pro¬ 
gressive leader in the great liberal 
statesman Ynaq Sill Kul. His country 
home is near the summer palace, about 
twelve miles out from Pekin, and It 
was here that he recently celebrated 
his fiftieth birthday, an occasion of 
which the high class Chinaman makes 
much.

Harrodsburg Herald: Jesse Nowlin, 
a well known young man of Tyrone, 
was drowned in the river at High 
Bridge Saturday afternoon. Together 
with his ebusin. Lew Nowlin, he had 
[taken a barge load of pleasure seekers 
I from his home town to the bridge. 
They had tied up, and young Nowlin 
was standing near the edge of the 
barge, when he lost his balance and fell 
into the water. He was seen by Lew 
Nowlin, who was in the pilot house of 
their boat, the “James A. Doyle.” 
Hurrying out, Lew jumped into the 
water to save his cousin, but the body 
had been sucked under the barge and 
was not recovered for an hour. Al¬ 
though the young man had lived on the 
river all his life, it is said that he was 
always afraid of water and would never 
try to learn to swim. The awful trag¬ 
edy is a | terrible shock to his father. 
Jack NoWlin, who, some two years ago 
in diving off the same barge in what he 
thought was deep w^ter, went head¬ 
long.into a sand bank and was brought 
out of the water with his spine para¬ 
lyzed. Although at the time the best 
physicians in the country gave no hopes 
of his recovery, he has so far improved 
as to be able to ride about in an in¬ 
valid’s chair. Jess Nowlin would have 
been twenty-one years old on the fourth 
day of December.

VICEROY YUAN SHI KA1. 

he has now reached the half century 
mark, thinks nothing of working from 
4 o'clock In the morning to a late hour 
at night, much of that time receiving 
In audience the many subordinate offi¬ 
cials responsible to him. Speaking a 
short time ago of American and Chi¬ 
nese relations, be said: . 

‘‘We have never in the whole course 
Of our international dealings bad occa¬ 
sion to suspect the United States of 
coveting any of the territory of China. 
The government of the United States 
has demonstrate;] this not once, but 
many times. ThO last act. that of re¬ 
leasing China from the payment of a 
large portion of the Boxer indemnity, 
has greatly impressed the Chinese peo¬ 
ple with the special consideration felt 
for them by the American people.” 

Yuan Shi Kai proved a valuable 
friend to the foreigners In China at the 
time of the Boxer insurrection. He 
was then governor of Sbaatung prov¬ 
ince. On the death of LI Hung Chang 
he succeeded that eminent statesman 
as viceroy of Chili, the metropolitan 
province of. the empire. He has been 
in official lift more than thirty years, 
but it is ouly within the last decade 
that he has become an Intefnatlonal 
figure, and he is now by many ranked 
as the foremost statesman Is the king¬ 
dom of the “Great Khan," which con¬ 
tains one-fifth of the Inhabitants of the 
glolie. It is fortunate for the future of 
China and for the continuance of good 
relations with the United States tbst 
he is an aggressive reformer, a friend 
of progress toward the highest Ideals 
of civilisation. 

For aw'.dle after he became metro¬ 
politan viceroy Yuan moved with cau¬ 
tion. Meanwhile bis foreign officers 
steadily augmented and drilled the lu- 
shun, or new army, which Yuan had 
secured the permission of the empress 
dowager to create. Then came the 
Russo-Japanese war and the wave of 
pan-orientalism in its wake. New 
forces began to stir in China. Yuan 
took notice, carefully estimated their 
direction and strength and assumed a 
position moderately In the van. always 
ready, however, to sidestep at the least 
sign of reaction. On one side he used 
his Influence with the empfess dow¬ 
ager. whom he was Instrumental in ex¬ 
tricating from the palace intrigue of 
IS!** vMle on the other he encouraged 
the progressive element and took pains 
tti at' tch the more able men among it 
to hiH personal fortunes. At tbe pres¬ 
ent rime there Is perhaps no one lu 
China except the empress dowager 
who wields a greater Influence than 
Yuan Shi Kal

Clears More Than $2,000 Annually--’Began on a Worn Out 
Farm and $2,000 in Hard Cash. 




T. SCOn MAYES, 


“For the famt seven years I have 
jeamed $2,000 a year by raising lambs 
for the New York market. I began 
with the business just ten years ago 
with a money capital of $2,000 and a 
worn-out farm thirty-four miles from 
the city. I have pure bred Dorset sheep 
entirely, because I nave found that it 
is the only breed that will give me 
lambe in the off season. ’ ’ The speaker 
was a woman. She furnishes as good 
lambs as are to be found in the New 
York market during the winter months. 

According to her experience, as given 
to a Sun reporter, it is as e*Rv to raise 
Oetobaf lambs as those born in March. 

“We in th# East cah’t compete with 
the West when it comes to raising 
sheep in the ordinary way,” she went 
•n. “That is the reason I decided to 
grow lambe for market out of season. 

I had inherited a worn out, run down 
farm. When 1‘found that the best way 
tq^ get such a piece of property back 
into condition was by pasturing sheep I 
bought sheep. As I didn’t know one 
sheep from another I. womanlike, 
bought tne cheapest to be had and paid 
15 the head for ewes and $10. I think it 
was, for the ram. While the quality 
•f my land may have improved, my 
e ipital diminished so rapidly *4ut l was 
forced..t® pay attention to the animals 1 produced 
that were eating it up. Alter 
personal attention to affairs I discover¬ 
ed that it cost me three cents a day to 
laeep my ewes through the winter and 
*n the spring tneir lambs onlv sold for 
fromiSS to $6. The yield from the wool 
was comparatively small. All together 
the lambs and wool didn’t cover the ex¬ 
panse of the keep of the flock, much 
less pay interest on the capital I had 
i i vested m it. Before changing my 
business I deterihined to see why it 
was that I failed where others suc¬ 
ceeded. Knowing the difference in the i 
p ice b tween lambs mai keted in the i 
winter and those sold in the spring and 
summer I naturally began to wonder 
Why matters on my farm hadn’t been 
arranged that my lambs would be 
r jady at the most profitable time. The , 
manager of my farm promptly in- i 
formed n>e that 1 had th<? wroqg sort J 
Vsheep. Aiter I had convinced myself | 
that he was right I began to look J 
around for Dorsets. It was just then, j 
t *n years ago that the business from

I not only put money 
in the bank, but had gained enough ex¬ 
perience in my business to have a com¬ 
fortable amount of confidence in my 
own judgment, i realized that with a 
certain number of aheep i should have 
a given number of lambs salable at a 
given price. It was like calculating 
one’s income from bonds or good inter* 
! est paying securities. That was the 
I first year l cleared $2,000 on my flock. 

! In making that calculation I not only 
1 allow myself market prices for all the 
fnou stuff fed to the nh?ep that was 
the farm, hut I don't 
yea,’s t credit the value of the manure wmch 
they furnish 1 during the year. As I not 
only manage the farm and flock per¬ 
sonally. but keep a set of books, there 
is bo danger of my getting the earn¬ 
ings of one department mixed with an¬ 
other.”

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TIPS ON CARE OF FLOWERS. 


HARDESTY. 


How to Koop Them Freeh, ae Told by 
a Floriet. 

“Very few persons understand the 
art of keeping flowers." said a St. 
Louis florist, "and yet by a little at 
tention flowers may be kept fresh for 
three or four times as long nr, people 
expect them to stay in good condition 

“The matter is simple enough. It is 
merely a question of temperature and 
moisture. Hoses, for example, are 
grown at a high temperature In the 
greenhouses and are then generallj 
spoiled by ill treatment after they have 
beeti cut. Grown In a temperature of 
05 to 75 degrees, they are placed In an 
Icebox, where the temperature stand- 
at about 40. Then when sold they are 
taken into a dining or ball room, where 
the temperature Is 75 or 80. Of course 
they wilt in a few hours, sometimes in 
a few minutes. Nothing else could la- 
expected. 

“They could, however, be kept in 
proper condition for a week by plac¬ 
ing them in water and standing the 
vase in the coolest part of the living 
room. Every day half an inch of 
stem8 should be cut off in order to 
present a fresh suction surface to the 
water If this precaution is neglected 
the stem becomes clogged* with a gluti¬ 
nous matter something like the gum 
that exudes from peach and cherry 
tn-es, the water In the vase, boweyer 
pore, cannot be drawn up. and the 
leaves and flowers wither for lack of 
moisture.

How to Tell When a Stone Is Genuine 
or Not. 

“Few persons.” writes a London 
Jeweler, “are willing to trust to their 
own knowledge and observation in 
purchasing diamonds. Even pawn¬ 
brokers, who spend their lives In han¬ 
dling precious stones, are often cheat¬ 
ed. Although to become an expert is 
the development of a special gift 
through yeara of experience, there are 
a few simple tests which will aid a 
buyer of diamonds. 

“One test is to prick a needle hole 
through a card and look at the hole 
through the doubtful stone, if the 
latter Is spurious two holes will be 
■era, but if it is a diamond only one 
hole will be visible. Every Imitation 
■tone which resembles a diamond 
gives a double reflection, while the 
genuine diamond’s reflection Is single. 
This Is k delicate test because it Is 
difficult to see even a sharp and well 
defined object through a diamond. The 
single refraction of the gem> also al¬ 
lows one to determine an uncertain 
stone. If the finger is placed behind it 
and viewed through the stone with a 
watchmaker's glass the grain of the 
skin will be plainly seen if the stone Is 
not a diamond. But If it Is a diamond 
the grain of the skin will not be dis¬ 
tinguished at all.”

How to Mako loot and Creams With 
8ummer Fruits. 

When It comes to summer desserts 
the Ice cream freezer shows to its full 
advantage, says the June I>e!ineator. 
Literally hundreds of Ices end creams 
can be made uowadnys, many of them 
with the least possible trouble, If only 
one owns the most useful household 
utensil. 

The plain vanilla cream, which the 
beginner should learn Itccause It is the 
basis of so many others. Is made by 
this rule: Scald a pint of rich milk or 
thin cream with a cupful of sugar. 
Cool, flavor and add a piut of cream, 
plain or whipped, and freeze. This 
can be varied indefinitely by adding 
summer fruits. Crush-.* quart of 
strawberries, sweeten with sugar and 
water sirup and put these in when the 
cream Is half frozen, or add a cupful of 
stale cake crumbs and some chopped 
nuts, or Savor with strong cotTee, or 
melt and brown the sugar you are to 
use and add that and have a caramel 
Ice cream. 

For a plain ice. which is the basis of 
all Ices, boll a cupful of sugar and two 
cupfuls of water to a smooth sirup. 
Add fruit Juice or lemon, or both. 
Strain, cool, add two egg whites un- 
lteateu and freeze. A little lemou Juice 
Is always really necessary, with other 
fruits to bring out the flavor. 

IMneappIe can be picked up very fine 
or put through a press and added to 
the plain Ice when it is half frozen, or 
currant Juice may t>e put in. or sap- 
berry juice, or. indeed, anything one 
happens to have at hand. e*

How to Wash Woolens. 

The very best way to wush sweaters, 
babies' sacks, leggings and afgbans— 
In fact all garments knitted or cro¬ 
cheted—of wool is to sew the article In 
a bag of cheesecloth or mosquito net¬ 
ting. Then wash the hag. with Its 
contents, in soft water with a good 
white soap. The water must not lie 
cold: neither must It be very hot, and 
of course the soap must never lie rub¬ 
bed into the bag, the water being soap¬ 
ed beforehand. After rinsing In sev¬ 
eral waters, which must be of the 
same temperature as the soapy water, 
rip the garment from the bag, but do 
not hang It on a line to dry. Lay It 
flat on a tabfe without stretching and 
place in the air to dry. ir colored, 
avoid the sunlight, as it will fade It. 
Some ammonia In the water helps to 
keep wool garments soft. The disas¬ 
trous experience that many people have 
had In washing sweaters Is due to the 
fact that they wring and stretch them, 
which should never be don*. Simply 
crush the bag to squeeze out the wa¬ 
ter, but do not wring.

How to Eat Pineapples. 

Pineapples should never be sliced. 
That treatment releases the Jtilce from 
the pulp and leaves the meat dry and 
woody and tasteless. Down In Cubs 
and In the lower part of Florida, 
where they knbw how to eat the fruit, 
they never j*eal a pineapple. They take 
a ripe fruit—for pineapples should nev¬ 
er be eaten unless they are ripe—and cut 
off the top and bottom; then they split 
the fruit lengthwise, then quarter It 
and split the quarters. This gives 
eight slices, which are then eaten from 
the hand ns one would cat a piece of 
watermelon. By following this method 
you get nil ttie Juice and can make a 
tidy Job of It. You eat It right down to 
the skin, ami after trying It that way 1 
do not think you would voluntarily go 
back to the old way of chopping *he 
fruit into chunks and eating the Juice¬ 
less pieces.

CARE OF BIRDS. 


How to Protect Feathered Pets From 
Red Mites. 

Unless great cleanliness Is adopted 
with all cage birds Insect peats will 
prove most troublesome. It Is by no 
means pleasant to find several ihsects 
pn the bands when the cage is touch¬ 
ed or moved, a sure sign that the un¬ 
fortunate bird is Infested with para¬ 
sites, generally the result of dirt. If a 
cage bird Is seen to be picking Itself 
continually under the wings and vent 
and to be restless and fidget about on 
the perch at night. Insects must cer¬ 
tainly be suspected. The bird should 
be caught anti dusted with luseet pow¬ 
der and a little quassia or alum added 
to the IKith water. If the porches afe 
made hollow for about an Inch at each 
end. the Insects will conceal themselves 
in the hollows in the daytime. The 
perches can then be taken out of the 
cage frequently nud dipped In boil¬ 
ing water, getting rid iu this way of 
nutnliers of the pests, says the Brook¬ 
lyn Eagle. An old fashlouod plan Is to 
hang a white cloth over the cage at 
night, leaving room for ventilation. 
Many of the Insects will retire Into 
the folds at daylight, when the cloth 
can be carefully removed and dropped 
Into hot water. 

One of the greatest obstacles to the 
successful rearing of young canaries 
la the small insect known us the red 
mite, or canary bug. The attentions 
of this bloodthirsty little puraslte are 
responsible for the deaths of many 
hundreds of nesting canaries annually. 
Want of cleanliness Is one of the chief 
reasons for the appearance of this pest. 
How to get rid of it when It has once 
taken up Its abode tn the cage and on 
the birds Is a problem that bas puzzled 
many canary breeders, innumerable 
experiments have been made. Tur¬ 
pentine. paraffin, carbolic, tobacco, 
quassia, soda and numberless other 
things hafT been tried, with varying 
results. 

Fir tree oil will kill these Insects 
and when applied to the Joints of the 
cage will prevent others coming for 
some time. Benzine col las—used for 
removing grease from cloth—will kill 
them quickly. But It soon evaporates, 
and the effect lasts for only a brief pe 
rtod. At the commencement of each 
canary breeding season all cages that 
are not new should be thoroughly 
cleansed with hot water and soda or 
with soap and water with which some 
disinfectant is freely mixed. When 
this Is dry all the crevices as well as 
the wires should be painted with 
paraffin or with fir tree oil. 

After the hen canary has made bar 
nest and laid her eggs they should be 
sprinkled with Insect powder. : If there 
are red mites present after the young 
birds are hatebed they will be seen in 
the ear* and noatrils of the nestlings. 
A pale appearance about the mouth 
and the body looking white Instead of 
red should always cause Investigation 
to l>e made of the young ones With 
constant cleanliness and an much air 
and ventilation as possible In the bird 
room parasites ought not to prove trou¬ 
blesome.

How to Make Javelte Water. 

To make JaveUe water dissolve one 
pound of salsoda hi one quart of boil¬ 
ing water. Dissolve half a pound of 
chloride of lime In two quarts of cold 
water, [jet the mixture settle and then 
pour off the clear liquid. Mix this with 
the dissolved soda. Untie and keep In 
a dark place. Tbe French use this 
preparation a great deal In the work of 
the laundry. For whitening clothing 
they put two or three tahlcHpooufuls of 
tbe liquid Into the water In which they 
boll tbe clothing. To remove stains 
from white goods dilute the Javclle wa¬ 
ter with Its own volume of cold water. 
Soak tbe article In thin until the stain 
disappears; then rinse thoroughly In 
several clear waters and finally In dl 
luted nmmonla water Javelle water 
removes almost nil stains and all col¬ 
ors; therefore It should not Is- used on 
colored arti. Icc If articles are allowed 
to remain In it for a loifg tiiue it will 
injure tbe fn'.rie.

To avoid chill, dip the 
plaster tn warm Instead of cold water 
before applying. Do u^t remove It at 
the first lament of the patient that It 
burns. Tbe object of a mustard plas¬ 
ter Is to burn, and there Is .no reason 
to put one on If it Is to tie removed 
too soon On the other hand. It la In¬ 
excusably careless to allow a' plaster to 
blister Keep a watch ou It. and when 
the ilesb seems distinctly rod. with a 
redness that does not quickly fade, re¬ 
move the plaster Dry off the apot. 
apply a little vaseline or cold cream 
and cover with h soft piece of linen or 
ok] handkerchief

How to Turn ■ Fold. 

When turning n fold, either Was or 
straight. It Is hurd sotuetlmex to fold 
it evenly and quickly. Fold and lap 
a strip of paper, securing It with n 
pin or mucilage, nnd make It the width 
you wish your fold to lie when It Is 
fluisbed. Now run the fold (wide 
niougb to allow for seumsi through 
this pai>er gauge and press the fold, 
vllding the paper along Iu frout of the 
Iron. This process turns, presses and 
finishes the tmnd In a uniform width.
